1. In reference a., a subject for planning entitled: 
"Rules of Engagement for Protracted War at Sea" was assigned 
to the DOD and JCS. Subsequently, in a meeting of representa- 
tives from DOD witn Mr. Rostow and his staff on 27 Octeber, 
it was determined that rules of engagement were desired for : 


a protracted extension of the present "quarantine", possibly 
extended in scope and area. 


e. References Ὁ. and c. contain instructions by tne JCS 
to CINCLANT for conduct of tne present naval "quarantine" of 
Cuba. These instructions contain specific rules of engage- 
ment applicable to tnis operation. These rules nave been 
reviewed in tne lignt of tne discussion referred to above and 
are considered adequate for the current situation and for an 
intensification of similar naval action extending into the 
future. A separate plan sor an air "quarantine" of Cuba is 
being prepared. It will contain specific rules of engagement. 
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3. Basic rules of engagement governing the actions of naval 
forces in peacetime, not involved in specific operations 
covered by special instructions, are promulgated by a Chief 
of Naval Operations Instruction (OPNAV Instruction 03300.8 
of 21 Feb 1958). A revision of thase rules and policies has 
been proposed by the JCS and submitted through OSD to the 


Department of State by reference d. The JCS have not received 
a response on this matters Δ τ 
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4, Tne revised rules, plus those contained in references 
Ὁ. and c., would be entirely adequate for 2 orotracted en- 
gagement at sea as envisioned. The rules of engagement for 
the "quarantine" of Cuba operations are under continuous 
review and will be modified by the JCS when required by the 


changing character of the engagement. 


5. It is understood that the meeting of 27 October, 
referred to above, fulfilled immediate requirements on this 
subject. This memorandum is forwarded for record purposes 
and such other use as may be appropriate should there be a 


change in the current situation.
